It isnot enough that a Nation be Proteftant,

Accordingly great Preparations were made, 
and the beft Mafick provided-for the Solemni- 
ty, but to cheir great Surprife, no body appear- 
ed; and whereas at the Common Mais they u- 
fed frequently to have 7 or 800 People there, 
the Affembly could not now make up 50.
